Stewart McPeake 
Dies Suddenly of 


Heart Attack 


Stewart M'cPeake, for ten years 


the owner of the poolroom and re- 
creation hall on Citrus avenue that 
bore his name, died suddenly of 
heart failure last Saturday night, 
shortly after he had' been taken to 
the Covina hospital. He was 71 years 
old. 


Although a fa-miliar figure each 


day on the streets of the city up to 
the day of his death, he was never- 
theless a very sick man for the past 
year. He had sold his business upon 
advice from his physician. He seem- 
ed to be in about his usual condition 
on the evening of his death. 


Mr. McPeake was born in Cannons- 


burg, Pennsylvania, on February 2, 
1857, where he still has a brother, 
George C. McPeake, and a sister, 
Miss Emma McPeake. There is an- 
other brother said to be living near 
San Leandro, California. The deceas- 
ed came to California in 1900, and 
operated a business in Covina for 
the greater portion of the time since 
that date. He had a large following 
of friends who appreciated his gen- 
ial and generous nature. 


The funeral 
was held 
Tuesday 


morning at the parlors of Ouster & 
Christiansen, conducted by Kev. B. 
W. Gentry of the Baptist church, 
with appropriate vocal numbers by 
Charlotte White Naftel. The body 
was shipped that evening for burial 
in his old home in Pennsylvania.

N 1876, one hundred years after the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence, the first

Because of the fa'ct that the Char- 


ter Onk grammar school district is 
to hold a bond election on Tuesday, 
July 24th, for the purpose of adding 
equipment to the school property, 
the board of trustees of that dis- 
trict has issued a statement, as a 
guide to voters. The bonds as pro- 
posed will be in the sum of $10,000, 
and are to be used as explained be- 
low: 


During the past year the old school 


building which we have been using 
for domestic science work and cafe- 
teria has been condemned for these 
purposes by the sanitary inspector 
and fire inspector of the county, not 
only because it is unfitted for the 
purposes for which we are using it, 
but because it is a very serious 
menace to our present school build- 
ing in case of fire. In fact, its fur- 
ther use is prohibited unless certain 
recommendations are 'carried out— 
namely, the repairing of the roof, 
replastering the interior, painting, 
putting in new set of screens, en- 
larging exits and equipping them 
with "panic bolts." Even when this 
is done, the fire menace to our pres- 
ent school building would still exist. 


An investigation by the school 


board showed these repairs and 
changes would cost a considerable 
sum of money, but could not even 
then meet all the conditions. We also 
find we must arrange to take care 
of our sloyd work as soon as possible, 
which has been done by Covina at a 
cost to us of about $400 per year. 
Covina is now getting where she 
needs time it is giving us for i,ts 
own children, and asks us to make 
other arrangements. 


After studying the situation from 


its different angles your board of 
trustees decided the best plan would 
be to ask the district for a $10,000 
bond issue for the purpose of razing 
the present old building and build- 
ing a new one especially designed to 


handle our sloyd classes, our domes- 
tic science work and our cafeteria, 
all of which we are obliged to take 
care of under our present school law. 


Our plan is to erect a building 


similar to one built by Covina gram- 
mar school last year on the corner of 
Second and Covina boulevard. 


Our district has just finished pay- 


ing off its share of old Covina union 
high school bonds the past year, and 
this proposed bond issue will not 
raise our school tax rate above what 
it has been; in fact it will be lower. 


You will notice your school board 


has not asked for nor used 
full 


amount of school tax we could raise 
under the thirty cent special county 
levy, nor have we asked for but a, 
very small part of the fifteen-cent 
special building tax that most of 
surrounding districts are using, and 
we do not intend to do this unles 
circumstances force us. 


We believe the "bond" methor 


much preferable, as by it we woulc 
obtain a specially designed building 
for the purposes it must 'be used for 
and a building that would' be prac 
tieally fireproof, and not a fire men 
ace to surrounding property, rather 
than make a direct tax which could 
only be used in changing over the 
old building to meet present require- 
ments at great expense, without re- 
ducing fire hazard to other school 
buildings, and that would eventually 
have to be wrecked to meet needs 
of district, and the money spent for 
these changes would be mostly a 
dead loss to the district. 


We are asking all electors of the 


district to support your school board 
by voting "yes" 
at bond election

Radio Oratory— 


Temple Times: The ensuing campaign will be conducted 


in large part through the instrumentality of the radio. Time 
was when presidential candidates went from place to place 
in an effort to state their cause to as many people as possible. 
The Lincoln-Douglas debates of 1856-60 and some of the 
hotly contested elections following the Civil war period 
brought political oratory to its zenith. Then came the newer 
art of writing political speeches with a view to reaching the 
great audiences who read the newspapers—it being possible 
for a speaker to get his message to millions through the 
medium of the press, while only a few thousands at most 
would hear the original speech. 
Naturally this resulted in 


a decline in oratory. 
It is a far cry from the eloquence of 


Webster, Clay. Calhoun, Lincoln, Douglas, Ingersoll, Ingalls, 
Elaine, Watterson. Grady or even the more modern school, 
which included Bryan, Cochran, Towne and Beveridge, to 
the conversationalists of the present time. Maybe silvery 
tongued eloquence has gone out of style because it is not in 
harmony with the crass materialism of the times; or maybe 
the political leaders of this age have not the power to "spell- 
bind" a more intelligent electorate. Anyhow, we will see 
what effect the use of the radio will have on a revival of cam- 
paign oratory. Pa and ma can sit in the "settin' room" or 
on the front porch and get all the arguments of the presiden- 
tial campaign, and it is up to the candidates and the exhor- 
ters to present the program in the most entertaining form. 
(When there is a dispute as to what the speaker really said, 
they can find the full text of the speech in the newspaper, 
in black and white).
